Is, dienvolgens, goedgevonden, en be- 


sloten : 


1.—Aan bet publiek bekend te maken : 


dat de vermindering en afschaffing van 
sommige der belastingen ten behoeve van 
bet Fonds tot vernietiging der bewyzen 
Van afgekeurde Johannissen, zoo.als die 
verandering en afschaffing op den 19den 
December 1820, zyn bepaald en den 27sten 
dier maand afgekondigd, om met denaan- 
vang dezes jaars in werking te geraken, 
doch op den 3den dezer maand zyn opge- 
schort, gehouden worden voor vervallen 
en als niet te zyn bepaald of vastgesteld ; 
en dat de vorengemelde belastingen her- 
steld en gelaten worden zoo 'als dezelve 
vóór de daarin gemaakte verandering ge- 
weest zyn, 


2.—Dat de Gouden en Zilveren Munt- 


specien, namëly'k : Heele, Halve en Kwart 
Qtiadrupels en Spaansche Daalders, de- 
welke, na vooraf met het woord " Cura- 
sao" bestempeld te zyn, door of van we- 
ge den Gouverneur in circulatie zullen

Zullen gangbaar zyn en algemeen worden 
aangenomen tegen de volgende waarde, 
Curacaosche Courant te weten : de' Qua- 
drupel, dewelke zal moeten wegen Zeven- 
tien Pennyweight en Zes Grynen, Dertig 
Pezos van Achten, en de hiervorengemel- 
de onderdeden derzelve, naar evenredig- 
heid van dat gewigt, en 'wel aldus : de Hal- 
ve Qiiadrupel Vyftien Pezos van Achten, 
en de Kwart Quadrupel Zeven Pezos van 
Achten en VierRealen ; mitgaders nog de 
Spaansche Daalder voor Vyftien Realen 
of Schellingen, ieder van Zes Stuivers. 


3.—Dat 
de voormelde in omloop te 


brengen gestempelde Gunden en Zilveren 
lVluiitspecien niet verder door liet Gouver- 
nement worden gesanctioneerd, dan ten 
aanzien van derzelver bepaald gewigt en 
verdere vereischten, welke daaraan niet 
mogen ontbreken ; edoch wanneer er on- 
dekt wordt dat die Muntspecien, dewelke

DEFENCE OF THE QUEEN. 


(from 
A MINISTERIAL PAPER.) 


We, on Saturday 
morning, expressed our 
confident hope, that the letter of lord Guild 
ford to his sister lady Charlotte Lindsay would 
be laid before the House of Lards in the course 
of that day. 
Much certainly depended on il. 


Lady Charlutte, we apprehend, wis produced 
us a witness to repel the primafacie presump- 
tion, that her reason for quitting her royal ¡i-gii ■ 
ness'a service was, in somemarmer or other, 
connected 
wilh 
an 
unfavorable 
impression 


which she had received of her royal highness's 
conduct. 
On examination, her ladyship ap- 


pêired to have forgattin many circumstances 
which would have tended to illucidate this 
question. 
For instance, aha 
had forgotten 


Whether she ever did, or did not, say to any 
person," that such things were going on in the 
house, that no woman of character could re- 
main there." 
It is, therefore, 'possible, that 


she may have said this; sha admiis that " re- 
ports were abroad, of so degrading a nature, 
as to operate on her mind to make her wish 
nut to remain longer in Ihe lervice of ihe prin- 
cess of Wales," and she says, tbe has ioma 
idea that those reports must have b»en men- 
tioned in tils letter in question. 
Under the e 


circumstances, it would kuvtj been highly satis- 
factory that the letter could-have been f.,und 
— but the letter is notforthcoming ! ! ! 


William Carnngten, servant of "ie of her 


majesty's chamberlains, and John Wn ¡combe, 
servant of the other, were examined on Satur- 
day, as was John Jacob Siccard, form" 
v her 


majesty's conk, and now receiving from her 
400/. a-year during pleasure. 
The o'ij e 
if 
producing Carringlon seemed to b<- 'o contra- 
dict Mojocci in regard to a conversation not 
very materially conneoted wiih the case, and 
which at the most was only oath against oath 


Whitcombíwas manifestly produced for no 


other purpose' but 
lo affect the character of 


Mademoiselle Detnont, by intimating that she 
had admitted him to her bed! 
It is not oar 


business to contend that Mademoiselle Demont 
is as white as unsunned snows; nor shall we 
assert that Whitcombe is a suborned perjurer 
engaged in an infamous conspiracy lo take 
a- 


way an innocent gir.'s reputation. 
Such may 


tarn out to be the fict ; but private opinions 
should be suspended on these points until the 
judgment of the august tribunal is delivered on 
the whole case. 
Siccard's evidence is certain- 
ly important. 
He proves that at Naples "a 


person wishing to go from the bed-room of the 
princess lo that of Bergami might have gono 
by ihe small passage and cabinet ; but in order 
to do so by the other communication, it would 
have been necessary to pass the dooriof Dr. 
Holland, William Austin, and II eronymus ." 
If so, a person wishing to go secretly would, nf 
coorse, prefer the former ; and thus one objec- 
tion vehemently urg-d again-t Majocci's evi- 
dence falls to the ground. 


Upon the whole, little way 
has yet been 


made in the d'fence. 
The principal witnesses 


ipeak only to the few months that her majesty 
was at Naples, while Bergami wore his cou- 
rier's dress and waited at table. 
At this time 


ber majesty wascerUinly more guarded in her 
conduct than she afterwards became; she was 
attended by her English suite, apd visited by 
persons ofrespectability, both Bnglish and fo- 
reign. 
Lnrd Guildford 
was nt Naples only 


three or four d»ys while the queen was there. 
lie came wilh his-sister lady Charlotte Lind- 
lay, who accompanied her majesty from thence 
to Rome and Civita Vecchia, where lord Guild- 
ford joinedthem, and having wailed a few days 
for Ihe frigate, ihey sailed with her majesty tor 
Leghorn, where ihey separated from the queen, 
who proceeded to Genoa ; so that thf-y were 
only twenty four days in the queen's society in 
Italy, with the exception of a short compli- 
mentary visit afterwards paid by his lord-hip 
1o the Villad' Este. 
F.ven this very short time, 


however, affords quite as much matter for for- 
(¡etfulness as firremembrance. 
If such is the 


rase wiih persons of (he rank and acquirements 
cf these noble persons, examined as they were 
with every 
attention to iheir feelings, how 


much more must it be expected in an ignorant 
courier like iVlajocci, cross examined wiih ihe 
utmost severity by such counsel as those of her 
majesty ; 


Sir William Gell, Mr. Craven, Iheir two ier- 


yanii »nd Siccard, all parted from ber m»j»sty 
when she left Naples. 
The la't mentioned wit- 


ness came to England, the others did on one t>r 
two occasions lee her majesty for very short pe- 
riods of time ; and the visits of lords Glenber- 
vie and Llandaff were also very shori. 
A vest 


fiold is yet to he traversed. 
Therapid lise in 


the fortunes nf all the Bngnmia is to be 
ac- 


counted for, th» extraordinary familiarities to 
be explained, the numerous indecencias to be 
refuted, the buih scene, the sleeping in ihe lent, 
end ths etlier frequent opportunities nf crimi- 
nally, lo be got oyer, in some' way or other, 
which we cannct yet anticípale.

Dr. 
Holland left the queen at 


Milan about June, IS 15, and he lite lady Char- 
lotte Lindsay, says he saw na improprieties in 
her conduct. 
Mr. Mills saw no impropiteties 


in 1817 at Rome, where hestaidiweloedayi; 
in ISI9, at I'esaro where he suid two days; 
and in 1820, ai;ain at Rome,' where it does not 
appear ihjt he saw her majesty above one day. 
The Frenchman proves Bergami's highest ele- 
Vation in the I'r.ench army In have been 'hal of 
sergeant. Forti is produced to contradict Sac- 
chi, by way of inference; and lieutenant Flynn 
is to depoie lo her majesty's conduct on beard 
ihe polacca, 


We shall say no more of Forti, than that he 


is al present in her majesty's service ; ha is an 
Italian, and as to his Non mi recordó faculty, 
the following statements made by him are suf- 
ficiently illustrative of his proficiency in that 
art. 
The object was lo shew th >t Sacchi on 


the journey to Sitiigaglia did not tide on hotse- 
back, but in a carriage called a carretello. 
In what sort of a carriage did her royal high- 


ness travel from Milan to Rome ? 
In a sn. ill 
Eojli-h carriage, orlandaulet, 


Were ihere not other carriages ? 
There 


were two more. 


What sort of carriages were they ? 
One of 


them was a liastadello, ihe oihet was a carre- 
tello* or a calash. 


Had her royal highness any other carriage 
than those three? 
No. 


In what carriage did her royal highness tra- 


vel ? 
In the landaulet. 


Who were in the landaulet with her royal 
highness ? The countess of Oidi, Bergami, and 
Victorine. 


Who travelled in the bastadello from Milan 


lo Rome? 
Dr Holland, Mr. William, and 
Monsieur Vassali. 


Who in the other carriage ? 
Mr. Hownam, 
Mademoiselle Demont, and MademoselleDru 
nette. 


How did Sacchi travel? 
On coming from 


Milan to Ancona he travelled on horseback? 
from Ancona to Loretto, and from Loretto to 
Rome, he travelled before her royal highness 
in a carretello. 


How maOj carriages accompanied her royal 


highness from Ancona to Rome? 
Her own 


and two more. 


How many accompanied her from Rome to 


Sinigaglia? 
Three carriage», including her 


own. 


How did Louis Bergami travel from Rome 


.to Siniga»lia ? 
He went before. 


Alone? 
Yes ;in the carreteilu by himself. 


These were the four carriages belonging to 


her royal highness ? 
They were. 


Adding, then, the carretello in which Sac- 


chi travelled, to the others, there will be five 
carriage». 
Nor is this all. 
A carretello i» a 


carriage for two persons, and yel Louis Berga- 
mi goes alone in one carretella, and Sacchi goes 
alone in another carretello ! 
Sacchi had been 


a courier in her royal highness'» service 12 or 
13 motiihs, and had travelled all through Ger- 
many wilh her in that character, before Forti 
entered her service ; and yet Sacchi, on this 
journey lo Sinigaglia, acted as a courier under 
Forti. 
The upper courier rode all the way on 


horseback, and the under courier was accom- 
modated with a carriage to himself; and this 
accommodation was afforded lo him on the 
journey lo Sinigaglia, because tico months be- 
fore Sacchi had beeh chafed by riding on horse- 
back '. 
This is the clear, intelligible, consis- 


tent statement which is lo prove Sacchi per- 
jured in slating that he rode on horseback, as 
couriers always do ! 


So much for Forti. 
Of Dr. Holland and Mr. 


Mills it is not necessary lo say much. 
Some 


questions were asked the former, of which per- 
haps we may hear more hereafter. 
We alude 


particularly to the two following :— 


"Do you know a minister at Vork ? 
Yes, I 
do." 


" I ask you, Dr. Holland, whether yon have 


ever observed to any individual that her royal 
higness's conduct towards Bergami was impro- 
per, so that no person valuing hia character 
could remain in her service ? 
No, never." 


For the present, we must of course assume 


that there were some errors in the statement 
on which the solicitor-general proceeded in his 
cross-examination. 
But ifil should hereafter 


turn out that Dr. Holland did make the obser- 
vations above mentioned, what language ceu'l 
be strong enough to mark the contempt and 
detestation due to such conduct ? 
Certain it 


is, that letters from persons in Italy did reach 
England, fraught with 
the most scandalous 


■ 
loii.Cs i>f her mxjesty, and that travellers ai- 
ming finni that country did express themselves 
in language too coarse tn he repeated. 
If ihere 


were spies, ihey were the spie» ; if there were 
con-piracy, they were the conspirator» ; neither 
the king nor the government would have mov- 
ed, hud not the scandals of these persons first 
awakened suspicion, and rendered the Milan 
Commission necessary. 
Now, if such persons 


can turn round and deny all that they then 
said, not only must iheir piution be infamy and 
scoiti in the opinion of the world; but they 
ought to be visited with i lie 
most rigorous 


punishment uf the law. 
Nations are not to be 


brought to the verge nf civil convulsion for the 
sake of 'gratifyipg a petty ciintetnptrble, turn fur 


scandal ; nor, if their first statements are true, 
can they be allowed to retract them with im- 
punity 
We do not attribute conduct, so dis- 
graceful, to Dr. Holland, or to any other indi- 
vidual that has been examined. 
We only ar- 
gue on a case that may have occurred, and, if 
it has occurred, we trust it will be exposed to 
universal detestation. 
Mr. Mills appears to have been actuated by 


no other ambition, in appearing as a witness, 
thin that of shewing that he had" hid the ho- 
nor" to d.ne with the princess of Wales. 
He 
does not go on to state that he introduced any 
uf hiß female relations to her royal highness in 
Italy, or to her majeity in England. 
What is 


to be inferred from this we know not; unless 
Mr. Mills is a gentleman of such excessive pu- 
rity that a visit from him is sufficient to esta- 
blish a lady's character in the last stage of its 
decline. 
Few even of our divorced ladies of 
quality are so entirely shunned as not some- 
times to see a gentleman at their tables ; and 
it is not to be supposed ihat her majesty and 
her chamberlain would nol have put some re- 
straint on themselves before an English visitor 
duiing dinner, whatever loose they might hava 
given to passion at other times. 
Lieut. Flynn's testimony is indeed material 
—it goes, as we view ii, very strongly to sup- 
port the Bill; but this gentleman's cross-ex- 
amination is not yet competed ; and we fell it 
our duty cautiously to abstain from any par- 
ticular remarks on what he has already said. 


Oct. 11.—The fainting away of Heul. Flynn 
will 
remain on reoord line the memorable 
scream of her majesty, as a very remarkable 
feature in the remarkable proceeding which 
now occupies public attention. 
We did 
not think it advisab'e yesterday 
morning 
to make the least remark on Mr. 


Flynn's 
examination of the preceding day ; 
though we must say, that from its complexion 
we were fully prepared for the sort of termina- 
tion to which it afterwards led. 
The particu- 
lar incident which produced so dramatic an ef- 
fect we, of course, could not anticipate. 
We 
could not conceivethat a lieutenant in the roy- 
al navy uf England would reduce himself to 
the melancholy situation in whioh Mr. Flynn 
yesterday appeared before the House ef Lords. 
It must be remembered that on Monday 


lieut. Flynn desired to refresh his memory by 
looking at certain memoranda ; and this after 
some debate was allowed on the ground ibas 
stated by the lord chancellor from Phillip's 
Law of Eoidence. "To assist his memory a 
witnesi may use a Written entry in a book or 
a memorandum, or a copyof a memorandum, 
"uch entry or memorandum having been made 
at the lime when the fact occured, or immedi- 
ately afterwards." 
Several queilioni were 
then aiked him as to what his memoranda 
were, and when made. 
Among others the fol- 
lowing question and answer occurred—it being 
admitted that the papers in the witness's hand 
were not originals:— 


" Then you mean to say that those copies 


were made in Sicily ?—No, on my voyage on 
board a ship." 


Yesterday 
morning the cross-examination 


was resumed ; and after many questions rela- 
tive to the person who wrote the originals and 
the copies, and the- language in which they 
were written, the solicitor-general came to tha 
following point :—

dations. 
Mr. De Lima has requested 
us 


to sta'e, that he will give a reward ofFifty 
Pieces of Eight for any information of ihe 
robbery that may lead to the conviction 
of the person or persons concerned. 


We have often regretted that the details 


ofthe proceedings in the case ofthe queen

JAMAICA. 


Dec.\6. —We have been favoured with the 


following authentic intelligence from the South 
Seas, by a gentleman just arrived in this city 
from Lima : 


The Chili expedition, destined for the attack 


nf Lima, sailed from Valparaiso on the 21st of 
August, the land force, consisting of about 4,- 
-800 men under the command of general San 
Martin, who embarked in high order and (pi- 
rita. 
The squadron, consisting of ten vessels 


of various sizes under lord Cochrane, who, pre- 
vious to their sailing, was made admiral by the 
former admiral Blanco, on retiring with the 
appointment of general in the army, ■ 
*■ 
*! com- 


mandant of the city of San Jago 
They touch 


ed at Coquimbo on their way, and took in some 
troops that were stationed there, and on the 
Bth 
September following, they arrived, and 


took pessession of Piteo, without any resistance; 
the troops there, very few in number, retiring 
to the interior, with the slave», hones, cattle, 
&c. 
Near 100 of the slaves, however, joined 


the Independents. 
About ten days after their 


arrival, Don Joaquin Pezud», viceroy of Peru, 
sent a flag of truce by land, to general San 
Martin,requesting a conference by deputie» at 
Medidores, to see if the differences between 
the mother-country and Chili could be arrang- 
ed, without having recourse to aim», which he 
consented to, and on the 21th the Conde 
del Villar de Fuente, colonel in the army, Don 
Diiinesiu Capaz, lieutenantin the navy, and Dr. 
Unanoa, nn the part of Spain, met col. Thomas 
Guido, and Don Juan Garcio del Rio, Secreta- 
ry of stale of Chili. 
On the 25th an armistice 


was agreed on. 
The conference lasted until 


the Ist of October,when ihe deputies separat- 
ed. 
Immediately on the arrival nf those of 


Chili at Pisco, which was on the 4th, generul 
San M»rlin broke Ihe armistice, on advising 
the advanced guard of Peru of it. 
A few day» 


after that, he took a small tewn, and,it it said 
tbs militia there joined him. 


Previous to the expedition's sailirg from Val- 


paraiso, the supreme direcror O'Higtsins came 
from the cily of St. Jago to inspect the troops. 
On entering the town, 
he was saluted hy all 


the batteries and shipping in ihe harbour, a. 
mong which were his majesty's ships Androma- 
che, capt. Shiiretf, nnd Slaney, capt. O'Biian. 
The town wai also illuminated in honor of ihe 
occßiiun. 


Aboul the 7(h of October. 3CO hone and 500 


foat were »ent from Lima to join two or three 
regiments from 
Upp.r Peru and 
Arequipa, 


and whose united force would be nearly equal 
lo that of the Independen!». 
On ihe 21th, ac- 


counts reached Lima, that general San Martin 
wa» re-embarking all his force. 
None of the 


artil'ery was ever landed, nnd from that il was 
inferred thut he expected on hearing of his ar- 
rival at I'i-co, ihat the viceroy wuld send the 
best part of the troop» from Lima up to fisco, 
when he would haie proceeded direct on for 
Callao. 


The town of Guayiquil has declared itself In- 


dependent. 
On the 6th October, the principal 


leaders of the conspiiacy dined together, when 
they swore the whole parlv to aecrecy, and 
planned tbe rising. 
In the evening, a ball wa» 


given to ihe principal inhabitant», al which alt 
the ladies wore a light blue ribband, which was 
not noticed by any of the opposite party. 
At 


twelve o'clock on 
ihe nighi of the Sib, ihe 


head» of departments were made prt.-oneis of, 
and »t two, a salute from the batteries announ- 
ced the success of the Independents. 
Mr. Jo- 


seph Villamel, merchant, al the dusire of the 
inhabitants, then 
hoisted 
a bioad pendant, 


white with a bio» star, a» commandant of the 
tquadron. 
On ibe I lib, he proceeded in the 


Alcanza schooner, with a crew of 80 English- 
men and 60 native» to Pisco, having on board 
the governor and piincipal officers as prisoners. 


No opposition was made, nor indeed none 


could well be made, againstthe conspiracy, the 
plan and exeiuii on of it being so secret. 
The 


only person killed was a colonel ot cavalry.— 
He made some resistance, Bnd was shot by an 
itidian Cacique, of one of the most ancient fa- 
milies, and captain in 
a native regiment.— 
Some lime previous to the rising, Mr. Villamel 
had 2 English vessels consigned to him ; he ap- 
plied for permission to load them for England, 
which wa» lefused by the governor. 
He ihen 


wrote to Lima for the vice-roy's Sanction, which 
was also denied him, «llhough al the same time 
vessels were arriving from Callao, wilh special 
permission fiom him. This, in a great measure, 
was the cause of the conspiracy. 
The different 


regiments, consisting of 2700 men, were re- 
viewed by the governor some days previous to 
the arre.t. 


The regular troops in Lima are well clothed 


and provided in every respect, 
and aie in ex- 


cellent order. 
The artillery particularly »o.— 


The whole amount lo about 10,000 men. 
The 


city is quite tranquil, and there is not the least 
appearance of dread or confusion. 


The inhabitant» ofPanama are much alarm 


ed, dreading that immediately a» Mr. Vi.lamel 
returns ftoin Pisco he woud comedown to ihat 
city. 


The frigates Frueba and Venganza were 


twice ordered out to ciuise off Pisco, to watch 
the enemy's motion. 
Tha four largest uf the 


Independent squadron 
saw ihem once, and 


gave chase, but on nearing them were recalled 
by a signal from lord Cochrane'» flag ship, the 
O'Higgins. 
The rea«on assigned by his lord- 


si,, i was that il was merely a feint on his patt, 
lo draw the squadron out lo sea, lhal other ves- 
sels, which he conceived were concealed near 
the port, might the more easily be taken and 
their transports destroyed. 


The Andes privateer ship i» destroyed 
The 


Prueba fell in wilh her, when a running fight 
took place, and the only escaped being laken 
by the shoaltiess of the water, into which she 
got, and whither the frigate could not follow 
her. 
She was afterward» taken into the river, 


but in so shattered a state, that she wai aban- 
doned by her officeri and crew. 
The captain 


of the Prueba ipeaks in the higheat teim» of 
the conduct and gallantry ofcapt. Illingswortb. 


The merchant shipCleopatra, from San Bias 


to Callao ; had been attacked near the latter 
port by one of the Independent brigantines, 
and after smart action, she beat her off. 


His majesty's shipTyne, capt. Falcon, sailed 


about the end of June, wilh upwards of two 
millions of dollars, for England.- 
Tbe Sla- 


ney had sailed from Valparaiso, also for Eng- 
land wilh about a million nnd a quarter of dol- 
lars. 
The Hyperion, capt. Searle wouid pro- 


ceed about the middle of this month for Eng- 
land, and it was thought she would get be- 
tween three and four millions of dollars.

We now understand that it was the Patriot 
armed vessel Dolphin that was in company 
with the privateer, and not a French schoo- 
ner as we mentioned ; but we were cor- 
rect in stating that a French vessel had 
been detained at the same lime with the 
American schooner, owned in Martinique, 
and commanded by John Jerome. 
These 


two vessels it seems were both condemned 
in Fueito Cabello, and the Dolphin has 
been dispatched hence for a copy of their 
condemnation, whilst tbe privateer is ho- 
vering off the harbour with the American 
vessel in company, waiting her return, with 
a view no doubt ofbringing the American 
into this port, for the purpose ofdisposing 
of her cargo. 
Tlie name of the privateer, 


we aré told, is the Dexalo, and not the 
Con» jo. The American schooner is call- 
ed the Mary, and is supposed to be owned
